tobacco smoke as a preservative influ- 
ence, I'll venture," remarked Chatfield 
Arthur tojeveral_ cpmjMraionsjn. the Jba: 
spirits, and especially alcohol, will keep 
whole most anything you are of a mind 
to commit to its permeating care. 1 
have found tobacco smoke to be equally 
good, with no worse results as regai da 
odor than alchol, unless you dislike to- 
bacco. I know that I have put bugs, 
worms and various kinds of reptiles in 
large bottles and have kept them for 
years by simply blowing the bottle full 
of strong tobacco smoke and sealing it 
properly. 
"The perfect forms would remain for 


years, in fact just as long as the bottle 
remained perfectly sealed. Upon open- 
ing it the result has invariably been— 
that is, m cases of long standing—a com- 
plete collapse. Still the effect is no worse 
than that of alcohol, for one never thinks 
of removing a preservative life form from 
the alcohol. When one puts a form in 
alcohol, it is understood to be merely foi 
looks and not for examination or han- 
dling."—St. Louis Globe-Democrat. 


A Point For Travelers. 


The advice is given by a well known 


society woman who travels a great deal 
to wear one's best underclothing while 
on the cars. "Never mind if it does get 
soiled," she says. "I have known of the 
most flagrant cases of neglect during 
railroad accidents of people whose un- 
derwear looked as though they might be 
poor. This is a shameful fact, but the 
people who pick up the wounded after a 
wreck are intensely human.

Testing; Pure Water. 


It is one of the easiest things in the 


•world to tell pure water from the im- 
pure. If you want to test the color of 
the water, just fill a colorless glass bottle 
•with the water and look through it at 
some black object, and the distinctive- 
ness with which you can see the object 
will give you an idea as to the amount of 
clay or sand there is in the water. Then 
pour out one-half the water, cork the 
bottle tightly and set it in a warm place 
for about 24 hours. Remove the cork 
and smell thfl air in the bottle. If there 
is an offensive odor, even the slightest, 
the water is unfit for domestic uses. 
Wellwater.no matter how bright and 
sparkling, is, nine times out of ten, pu- 
trescent. Then, as a matter of course, 
decomposition is_ sure to set in in a day 
or two if you put the bottle in a warm 
place.—New York Telegram^

Fast Torpedo Boats. 


Tbe famous torpedo boatbuilder "at 
Jibing, Schichan, has'jnst attained an 
unprecedented speed even for this clasa 
of vessel, torpeSo boats built by him 
for the Russian and Italian governments 
laving reached 374 toots on an hour's 
run at sea. The new British boats are 
;o be 200 tons displacement, while the 
Russian boats are 130 tons, so that the 
lormer may <To better by reason of great- 
er power and greater size, The length 
of Schichan's boat is 153 feet 6 inches, 
the beam 17 feet 5 inches. She may car- 
ry 40 tons of coal in her bunkers. On 
trial, however, she had only 20 tons en 
board. The small guns carried weighed 
&i tons; the torpedo armament, 6 ton&; 
the crew, provisions, stores and firearms. 
4$ tons; drinking water, 24 tons; engine 
and boatswain's stores and reserve parts, 
4i tons; so that all the movable parts 
come to 20,tons, mailing, with coal, 40 
tons. 


The vessel and the machinery are 


therefore very light. The shell plates 
are barely a quarter of an inch thiek. 
There are two locomotive boilers, pro- 
tected by the coal bunkers, supplying' 
eteain at 195 pounds pressure to hi h 
speed engines. 
The guaranteed speed 


was to be 264 knots in the open sea, 
while on trial the vessel actually made 
274, 
or, to be precise, 27.4 knots, as a 


mean of one hour's steaming at sea, 
Scliichan promises oven higher results 
with torpedo boats he ia now complet- 
ing.—Steamship. 


Cheaper to Itulltl a New Road. 


Tho Pennsylvania railroad proposes to 


shorten the distance between this city 
and New York by constructing-a cutofl 
S3 miles in length from New Brunswick 
to a point on the outskirts of Jersey City. 
The line was laid out throe or four years 
ago, 
and charters were procured cover- 


ing the routu, and last week a license 
was taken out lor the construction of a 
bridge over the Pussaio river. The route 
is almost, a direct lino and will avoid the 
cities ot Riihw:iy, Elizabeth and Newark. 
It will be uaotl exclusively by express 
train,, an improved local service being 
established tor tho convenience of trav- 
elers to and from the cities mentioned.

E*-Pre»ident HarrUon'H Salary. 


Ex-President Harrison received his last 


month's pay in the shape of a draft for 
$4,166.67, issued on a warrant to the 
treasurer, signed, as usual, by the secre- 
tary of the treasury and sent over to the 
White House by messenger. March 15 
he received another draft for $416.05, is- 
sued by tho treasury department in the 
same way, representing his pay for serv- 
ice as president of the United States for 
the first three days of March and closing 
his account with the government. 


Notwithstanding the faut that liu v.-os 


president up to noon the 4th of March. 
General Harrison received no pay what- 
ever for his services on that d;iy for the 
reason that the federal accounting offl 
cers do not recognize divisions of n day 
in the settlement of accounts of salariob. 
Each incumbent of the office of president 
is paid the salary of that office beginning 
with the day of hia inauguration, so that 
he gains in the beginning of his term 
what he loses in the end. 


This arrangement was followed at the 


previous change of administration, and 
at its predecessor, and is so fair and rea- 
sonable that it is not likely to be changed. 
According to the treasury computation, 
tho presidential salary of $50,000 a year 
is at the rate of §138.888 a day. 


Coincidence Iu*Death. 


It ia a singular fact that three noted 


men have died within a few weeks oi 
each other, whose names are inseparably 
connected with one of the most exciting 
episodes in congress, when John Young 
Brown was censured for having given 
free rein to his tongue in defining what 
he Conceived to be Butlerism. General 
Butler, in a characteristic speech, de-, 
manded that Brown be punished. Mr. 
Lamar opposed the motion in quite as 
vigorous a speech, and Mr. Elaine, whfc 
was then the speaker, was called upon 
to administer the censure, which he did 
in such u low tone that nobody could 
hear him, out of consideration for thil 
feelings of the disgraced member.—Bos- 
ton Herald.

Powder For a Dead President. 


"Tho amount of powder burned in giv 


ing honor to the memory of the late ex- 
president in salutes on the day of his? 
funeral forms an interesting matter of 
conjecture," said a citizen the other day 
"The firing of 13 guns at sunrise, 44 at 
sunset and 1 at half hour intervals be- 
tween sunrise and sunset, gives 81 shots 
from each military post and flagship 01 
naval station within reach of orders from 
he two departments of war and navy.

(in pounds) employed, taking caliber ol 
gun used on warship or at military post 
and see how it climhs up into the thon 
sands. The smallest gun on some of the 
flagships burns 50 pounds of powder, and 
the guns used at land stations in firing 
salutes range down the scale to as low ai 
two pounds. Taking it altogether anc 
considering the matter at a glance, it is 
safe to say that more powder was con 
, sumed in the solemn honoring of the deac 
ex-president than was burned by cannon 
and muskets at the great battle of Get-

Belgium'B First Itreach of Promise.
